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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I claims 25-40, in the reply filed 
on 9/11/06 is acknowledged. 

Claims 41-55 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/1 1/06. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 25-40 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 6,665,559. 
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Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because statement codes are an obvious variation of a diagnostic statement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zanetti et al (US 5,159,932). 

Zanetti et al teaches acquiring an electrocardiogram and that the most widely 
used technique for assessing the existence of coronary artery disease is the "stress 
test" electrocardiogram (ECG), but does not disclose providing a statement code library 
or generating statement codes. 

Zanetti et al further teaches that while monitoring the electrical characteristics of 
the heart to ascertain the existence of coronary arteria disease is wide spread, the 
signals generated by the heart are ambiguous and difficult to interpret. Cardiac induced 
compression waves are detected through the use of a chest mounted inertial detector. 

FIGS. 2A and 2B are a schematic representation of a diagnostic display from a 
normal patient exhibiting no coronary artery disease; FIGS. 3A and 3B are a schematic 
representation of the diagnostic information from a patient exhibiting coronary artery 
disease. 
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One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to provide a statement 
code library for the cardiac events because Zanetti et al teaches compression wave 
information may be collected with an independent marker of underlying cardiac events 
and because the preferred marker channel is a simultaneously recorded surface ECG. 

Since Zanetti et al teach normalizing the compression waveform data to the 
same peak to peak values to remove amplitude information from the display and to 
reveal waveform morphology changes that reflect an underlying disease, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to generate statement codes for the 
markers that indicate specific disease conditions. Further, the inclusion of the ECG 
reference trace 53 provides an orientation for the diagnostician to determine whether 
the codes correspond to cardiac dynamics for indicating a probability of cardiovascular 
risk to the patient. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to assign a probability 
of cardiovascular risk for the marker channel because Zanetti et al teach the 
compression wave data and the ECG data are to be taken pre-exercise, post-exercise, 
and during recovery from exercise; and because the exercise protocol is designed to 
unmask CAD by inducing a transient ischemia which is reflected by changes in the 
electrical ECG data and in the mechanical cardiac compression wave data.
